We beg to write you this letter for the followines purpose. 
The day before yesterday, L&se i ee Se. threugh the instroduc tion 
cf Mr. Yu Ya Ching, asked the Board eof Ccemmerce to subscribe 
several tens of thousands of dcllars fer repatriation. Lee Tsung- 
woc, Wang ceeenrtene anc several others secretly discussed the 
appropriation of that sum to their own use. As regards the passage 
tickets connected with the repa‘riation, these eee to a little 
ever £00 in numter, and only two thousand doldars was spent for 
this purpose. These rascals Lee and “Wang are famous Shanghai loafers 
and ufder the disguise of revolutionists, they surmoned all ex- 
detectives and loafers to Lee's residence. Ry preteriiing to be 
revalutionists, they spread rumours and thus Lee could nego€iate 
with Mr. Yu of the Chamber of’ Commerce regarding the affairs dealing 
with repatriation.

Thus you will avert trouble 
from taking place in the district. We write this letter to 
maintain the peace of the district amd to give you a List of
